Find M ilk Co-Op Planned Big Push For M ills 
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WASHINGTON (AP) — A top dairy 
coop erativ e official allegedly wanted 
to raise $2 million in cash to help Rep , 
Wilbu r D. Mills, D-Ark., ru n for 
President in 1972 against Richard M. 
Nix on, who had been p romised $2 
bu llion in dairy money himself. 


Dav id L. Parr, the former second-in- 
command 
a t 
Associated 
Milk 
Pro&icers, Inc., believ ed Mills cou ld 
win the Democratic p residential nomi­ 
nation and beat Nix on, according to 
statements attribu ted to P arr’s former 
associates 
at 
the 
giant 
dairy 
coop erativ e. 


“Dav e Parr wanted to bu ild a kitty 
for Wilbu r Mills of $2 million,” the co­ 
op ’s farmer lobby ist, Bob A. Iilly , is 


q u oted as say ing. “He wanted this to 
be in cash.” 


Hie milk p rodu cer’s p resent chief 
ex ecu tiv e, George L. 
Mehren, is 
q u oted as say ing he cu t off some of 
Parr s aid to Mills when Mehren took 
ov er leadership of the co-op in early 
1972. 


At that time, ju st before Mills an­ 
nou nced himself as an activ e can­ 
didate for the Democratic p residential 
nomination, Parr had assigned a 
nu mber of salaried coop erativ e em­ 
p loy es to assist the early draft-Mills 
camp aign, an ap p arent v iolation of 
federal law p rohibiting u se of cor­ 
p orate money in camp aigns. 
I tu rned down a p rop osed check-off 


of emp loy es 
by 
Parr 
and gav e 
directions that it was contrary to 
comp any p olicy and wou ld not be 
allowed. Parr reminded me that it was 
for Wilbu r Mills and that we owed him 
a good deal,” Mehren is q u oted as 
say ing. 


The check-off was ap p arently for a 
fu ndraising effort for Mills that Parr 
wanted to condu ct among the co-op ’s 
emp loy es, according to a sou rce close 
to the Senate Watergate committee’s 
inv estigation of the affair. 


Mehren is q u oted as say ing that he 
was told fiv e co-op emp loy es worked 
on the Mills camp aign. Lilly named six 
emp loy es who he said actu ally worked 
for Mills. A sev enth coop emp loy e has 


been identified as the main adv ance 
man for Mills. 


Parr ran the milk p rodu cers’ office 
in 
Little 
Rock, 
Ark., 
in 
Mills’ 
congressional district. He believ ed 
that Mills, head of the Hou se Way s and 
Means Committee, cou ld go “all the 
way " and win the White Hou se, ac­ 
cording to a statement attribu ted to 
Robert O. Isham, the milk p rodu cers’ 
former controller. 


The statements of Iilly , Mehren and 
Isham were made p u blic in a cou rt 
p roceeding after the Ju stice Dep art­ 
ment’s antitru st div ision su bp oenaed 
the inv estigativ e notes of Edward L. 
Wright, a p rominent little Rock at­ 
torney who p robed the co-op ’s p olitical 


activ ities on assignment from its 
board of directors. 


Mills has p u blicly referred to Parr 
as a “good friend.” He has declined 
req u ests to be interv iewed abou t his 
connections to Parr and the milk 
p rodu cers. The co-op donated $25 ,000 
to his p residential camp aign, the 
largest single recorded donation. Parr 
also p ou red at least $5 0,000 worth of 
corp orate su p p ort into the early draft- 
Mills camp aign in late 1971 and early 
1972, and Mills has said he was 
u naware of this. Pu rr’s lawy er, Robert 
light, won’t allow his client to be in­ 
terv iewed abou t the Mills su p p ort, on 
grou nds 
that 
Parr 
is 
being 
in­ 
v estigated by the Watergate sp ecial 


p rosecu tion force. P arr recently 
p leaded gu ilty to a federal charge of 
consp iring to giv e $22,000 illegally to 
Hu bert H. Hu mp hrey ’s 1968 camp aign. 
That indictment was brou ght by a 
grand ju ry in Little Rock, u nrelated to 
the Watergate p rosecu tion. 
Parr and other co-op officials had 
p romised $2 million to 
President 
Nix on’s 1972re-election camp aign, and 
at least $727,000 in dairy money has ac­ 
tu ally been traced to the President’s 
p olitical coffers. 
The Hou se Ju diciary Committee 
p resently is inv estigating whether this 
$ 2-mil lion p romise influ enced Nix on’s 
decision to raise federal milk p rice 
su p p orts in 1971, something the White 
Hou se denies.

Ohio p olitical candidates ru shed into 
a frantic last day of camp aigning 
today , straining for one more v ote in 
Tu esday ’s p rimary election. 
In Toledo Su nday , U.S. Sen. Howard 
M etzenbau m 
said 
sim p ly 
th at, 
“There’s nothing more I can do” in the 
bid 
for 
the 
D em ocratic senate 
nomination. 
Bu t his schedu le today inclu ded 
cam p aign ap p earances and news 
conferences in Colu mbu s, Cincinnati, 
Day ton, Toledo, Akron and Clev eland. 
His op p onent for the nomination, 
John Glenn, also p lanned a swing 
throu gh the state, from Colu mbu s to 
Toledo to Clev eland and back to Co­ 
lu mbu s. 
Glenn lost a p reciou s hou r Su nday 
when his helicop ter got lost ov er 
Clev eland. The p ilot was u nable to find 
a high school p arking lot where Glenn 
was to land, and the p ilot finally was 
forced to land at Bu rke Ukefront 
Airp ort. 
Glenn took a tax i to his ap p ointment, 
arriv ing abou t an hou r late. 
Earlier Su nday , Glenn deliv ered a 
commencement address to more than 
200 gradu ates at the 
College of 
Steu benv ille. He u rged the stu dents not 
to '‘tu rnoff” on p olitics becau se of Wa­ 
tergate and becau se they see “honor 
and integrity sacrificed on the altar of 
ex p ediency .” 


Metzenbau m sp ent most of Su nday 
in Toledo mu ch of the time cam­ 
p aigning in the city ’s p redominantly 
black neighborhoods. He attended 
Su nday chu rch serv ices at Price Me­ 
morial A.M.E. Zion Chu rch, one of 
Toledo’s largest black congregations. 
Both candidates in recent day s hav e 
been cou rting the minority v ote. 
Metzenbau m said one of his p rin­ 
cip le concerns is getting1 ou t the v ote. 
The senator said he believ es the tu rn­ 
ou t may be as light as 8 5 0,000, abou t 
8 0,000 less than when he defeated 
Glenn in a fou r-man race in 1970. 
At a breakfast meeting Su nday , 
Metzenbau m and abou t 200 labor 
leaders discu ssed p ossible get-ou t-the- 
v ote 
activ ities, 
inclu ding 
the 
p ossibility of setting u p telep hone 
banks and of p assing ou t 17,000 samp le 
ballots in factories. 
Metzenbau m took time Su nday to 


answer a U.S. Agricu ltu re Dep artment 
official who criticized one of his p et 
p rojects. 


J. Phil Camp bell, an u ndersecretary ' 
of agricu ltu re, criticized p rop onents of 
farm ex p ort limitations and food 
stockp iling Satu rday in a sp eech to the 
Associated Press Society of Ohio. 


Thou gh he did not mention Met­ 
zenbau m, the two items are key p oints 
in 
the 
senator’s 
Economic 
Prep aredness Act, which 
he 
has 
p u shed strongly throu gh the cam­ 
p aign. 
In a 
statement issu ed 
Su nday , 
Metzenbau m said “It is ev ident that 
the Nix on administration and John 
Glenn 
share 
the 
same 
kind 
of 
negativ ism abou t controlling ex p orts 
of food. 
“My Economic Prep aredness Act is 
designed to giv e the American con­ 


su mer first claim to his nation’s farm 
p rockicts.” 
An indep endent p oll released today 
shows Glenn and Metzenbau m ru nning 
within three p ercentage p oints of each 
other in the p rimary contest. 


The cop y righted Ohio Poll, financed 
by sev eral Ohio newsp ap ers, showed 
Metzenbau m leading 45 -42 with 13 p er 
cent u ndecided. 


In the Rep u blican gu bernatorial 
race, the p oll showed former Gov . 
James Rhodes leading challenger 
state Rep . Charles E. Fry , R-75 
Sp ringfield, by a 47-33 margin. 
Fry claimed the p oll as su p p ort for 
his camp aign, say ing he had “almost 
zero recognition two months ago.” He 
noted the su rv ey was taken last week 
and said, “I’m certain that this 
momentu m has closed the gap since 
then in many p arts of the state.”

P resid ent’s defense against im ­ 
p eachment dep ends on whether Nix on 
himself was inv olv ed in hu sh money 
p ay ments to Watergate defendants. 
James D. St. Clair, White Hou se 
sp ecial cou nsel, said 
Su nday 
the 
p residential tap e transcrip ts released 
last week p rov e 
Nix on neither 
au thorized nor knew of the p ay ments 
and thu s is innocent of any “criminal 
p lot to obstru ct ju stice.” 
St. Clair also said he considers it 
u nrealistic to think 
that 
a 
con­ 
stitu tional disp u te between Congress 
and the President ov er what amou nts 
to an imp eachable offense cou ld be re­ 
solv ed in cou rt. 
In another telev ised interv iew , 
White Hou se chief of staff Alex ander 
M. Haig Jr. said he hop es the leading 
members of the Hou se Ju diciary 
Committee will p ersonally listen to the 
White Hou se tap es and v erify the 
transcrip ts. 
Nix on said in releasing the material 
that Chairman Peter W. Rodino Jr., D- 
N.J., and Rep . Edward Hu tchinson of 
M ichigan, the senior com m ittee 
Rep u blican, cou ld hear the actu al 
tap es at the White Hou se. They hav e 
not y et accep ted the offer. 
Haig said any one who reads the 
transcrip ts “knows withou t a shadow 


of a dou bt that there has not been mu ch 
tamp ering with the contents of them. 
They sp eak for themselv es.” 
Haig declined to rep ly directly to 
q u estions abou t whether the White 
Hou se also wou ld tu rn ov er ev idence 
sou ght on issu es other than Watergate, 
su ch as the milk fu nd, the ITT case and 
a $100,000 wou ld-be camp aign con­ 
tribu tion by Howard Hu ghes. 
Bu t he added that 
these 
“are 
legitimate q u estions and for p eop le 
inv olv ed to do any less than their best, 
they wou ld, of cou rse, be rem iss.” 
Meanwhile, two members of the 
Hou se p anel warned against in­ 
terp reting the committee’s p arty -line 
v ote on the transcrip ts as a sign of a 
p artisan sp lit on the imp eachment 
issu e. 
After receiv ing edited transcrip ts 
from the White Hou se instead of the 
actu al tap e recordings, the committee 
v oted 20 to 18 last week to inform Nix on 
he had not comp lied fu lly with its 
su bp oena. 
“Few if any really thou ght he was in 
fu ll comp liance,” said Rep . Pau l S. 
Sarbanes, D-Md. “The difference in 
op inion was in the p rop er resp onse.” 
Rep . Thomas Railsback, R-Ill., said 
the v ote reflected p rocedu ral dif­ 
ferences which do not affect the 
committee’s u ltimate goal of reaching 
the tru th in its imp eachment p robe.

“I hav e rev iewed the record of the 
United States v s. Calley and hav e 
decided that no fu rther action by me in

Associated Press su rv ey say they are 
p rep aring to make a p u blic accou nting 
of their finances or are considering 
that step . 
Fu ll p u blic disclosu re by members 
of Congress is not req u ired by law. 
Hou se members mu st file with an 
ethics com m ittee a form listing 
bu siness interests, bu t the worth of 
those interests is kep t confidential by 
the p anel. 
Senators mu st file with the comp ­ 
troller general a cop y of their federal 
income tax retu rn and a list of finances 
not cov ered in the retu rn. The infor­ 
mation also is confidential. 
The Senate twice has p assed 
legislation req u iring fu ller disclosu re. 
The Hou se, howev er, has acted on 
neither bill. 
Most members who hav e mov ed on 
their own to disclose their finances say 
they did so in an attemp t to restore the 
credibility of gov ernment, esp ecially 
in fight of Watergate. 
“Those of u s who hav e been elected 
to the legislativ e branch can help 
restore credibility in gov ernment by 
being frank and op en in all resp ects,” 
say s Sen. Frank E. Moss, D-Utah.

Moss giv es an accou nting ev ery two 
y ears. His most recent statement 
listed $118 ,6 36 in assets, against 
$126,917 in liabilities. 
Sen. Howard Metzenbau m, D-Ohio, 
disclosed his net financial worth im­ 
mediately u p on being ap p ointed to 
serv e ou t the remainder of Atty . Gen. 
William B. Sax be’s term. He said 
disclosu re was imp ortant becau se 
“p u blic confidence in the integrity of 
gov ernment has fallen to its lowest 
p oint.” 


Metzenbau m, with a rep orted net 
worth of $3.6 million, is among the 
wealthiest members of Congress. Bu t 
some of the richest men in Congress 
hav e not disclosed. They inclu de Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy . D-Mass.; Sen. 
James Bu ckley , Conn.- R.-N.Y.; and 
sen. Charles Percy , R-Ill. 
Bu ckley say s he receiv es abou t 
200,000 letters each y ear from con­ 
stitu ents, bu t has nev er been asked to 
make an accou nting. He say s he might 
at some fu tu re date. 
Kennedy likewise has said he might 
make some form of p u blic disclosu re. 
Bu t, in the p ast, he has refu sed on 
grou nds his finances cannot be 
sep arated, for disclosu re p u rp oses, 
from other members of his family . 
Percy say s the ex p erience of the 
Hearst family in California shows that 
disclosu re of financial worth can en­ 
danger the safety of a p u blic figu re’s 
family . Percy ’s dau ghter, Valerie, was 
beaten and stabbed to death at the age 
of 19 in 1966 by an u nknown assailant. 
Of those who make a p olicy of 
disclosing their net worth, a nu mber 
are mu ltimillionaires. They inclu de 
Sen. Claiborne Pell, D-R.I., who lists 
his net worth in ex cess of $3 million, 
and Rep . Ogden Reid, D-N.Y., who 
lists his at more than $4.15 million. 
Othersare Rep . Jerry L. Pettis, R- 
Calif., $1.3 million; Rep . Pierre S. du 
Pont, R-Del., $2.5 million (in stocks); 
and Rep . Gilbert Gu de, R-Md., with 
$23 million. 
Rep . Charles W. Whalen Jr., R-Ohio, 
lists his worth a t nearly $1 million. Sen. 
Robert Taft Jr., R-Ohio, rep orted his 
net worth at abou t $2 million when he 
was elected in 1970. He releases tax 
su mmaries each y ear. 
Many of the others

disclosed list net worth of sev eral 
hu ndred thou sand dollars. They in­ 
clu de Sen.

Antitrust 
Curbs Urged 
O n Unions 


PAIJVI SPRINGS, Calif. (AP) — A 
member of the Federal Trade Com­ 
mission p rop osed Monday that labor 
u nions be su bjected to antitru st 
restraints to cu rb inflation and p rotect 
the 
bu y ing p ower of non-u nion 
workers. 
As things stand now, said Com­ 
missioner May o J. Thomp son, “Union 
members’ wages are, in effect, su b­ 
sidized ou t of the p ay checks of the 
cou ntry ’s non-u nion emp loy es.” 
He made the remarks in a sp eech 
p rep ared for deliv ery to the National 
Flu id Power Association. 
Thomp son said stu dies hav e shown 
that members of some of the more 
p owerfu l u nions earn 20 p er cent more 
than they wou ld withou t u nions, with 
the difference “simp ly ‘p assed on’ to 
the consu ming p u blic.”

Find M ilk Co-Op Planned Big Push For M ills 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A top dairy 
cooperative official allegedly wanted 
to raise $2 million in cash to help Rep. 
Wilbur D. Mills, D-Ark., run for 
FVesident in 1972 against Richard M. 
Nixon, who had been promised $2 
million in dairy money himself. 
David L. Parr, the former second-in- 
command 
at 
Associated 
Milk 
Producers, Inc., believed Mills could 
win the Democratic presidential nomi­ 
nation and beat Nixon, according to 
statements attributed to Parr’s former 
associates 
at 
the 
giant 
dairy 
cooperative. 


“Dave Parr wanted to build a kitty 
for Wilbur Mills of $2 million,” the co­ 
op’s former lobbyist, Bob A. lilly, is 


quoted as saying. “He wanted this to 
be in cash.” 


The milk producer’s present chief 
executive, George L. Mehren, is 
quoted as saying he cut off some of 
Parr’s aid to Mills when Mehren took 
over leadership of the co-op in early 
1972. 


At that time, just before Mills an­ 
nounced himself as an active can­ 
didate for the Democratic presidential 
nomination, Pan* had assigned a 
number of salaried cooperative em­ 
ployes to assist the early draft-Mills 
campaign, an apparent violation of 
federal law prohibiting use of cor­ 
porate money in campaigns. 
“I turned down a proposed check-off 


of employes by Pair and gave 
directions that it was contrary to 
company policy and would not be 
allowed. Parr reminded me that it was 
for Wilbir Mills and that we owed him 
a good deal,” Mehren is quoted as 
saying. 


Tile check-off was apparently for a 
fundraising effort for Mills that Parr 
wanted to conduct among the co-op’s 
employes, according to a source close 
to the Senate Watergate committee’s 
investigation of the affair. 


Mehren is quoted as saying that he 
was told five co-op employes worked 
on the Mills campaign. Lilly named six 
employes who he said actually worked 
for Mills. A seventh coop employe has 


been identified as the main advance 
man for Mills. 


Parr ran the milk producers’ office 
in 
Little 
Rock, 
Ark., 
in 
Mills’ 
congressional district. He believed 
that Mills, head of the House Ways and 
Means Committee, could go “all the 
way" and win the White House, ac­ 
cording to a statement attributed to 
Robert 0. Isham, the milk producers’ 
former controller. 


The statements of lilly, Mehren and 
Isham were made public in a court 
proceeding after the Justice Depart­ 
ment’s antitrust division subpoenaed 
the investigative notes of Edward L. 
Wright, a prominent little Rock at­ 
torney who probed the co-op’s political 


activities on assignment from its 
board of directors. 


Mills has publicly referred to Parr 
as a “good friend.” He has declined 
requests to be interviewed about his 
connections to Parr and the milk 
producers. The co-op donated $25,000 
to his presidential campaign, the 
largest single recorded donation. Parr 
also potred at least $50,000 worth of 
corporate support into the early draft- 
Mills campaign in late 1971 and early 
1972, and Mills has said he was 
unaware of this. Parr’s lawyer, Robert 
light, won’t allow his client to be in­ 
terviewed about the Mills support, on 
grounds that

prosecution force. Parr recently 
pleaded guilty to a federal charge of 
conspiring to give $22,000 illegally to 
Hubert H. Humphrey’s 1968 campaign. 
That indictment was brought by a 
grand jury in Little Rock, unrelated to 
the Watergate prosecution. 
Parr and other co-op officials had 
promised $2 million to President 
Nixon’s 1972re-election campaign, and 
at least $727,000 in dairy money has ac­ 
tually been traced to the President’s 
political coffers. 
The House Judiciary Committee 
presently is investigating whether this 
$2-million promise influenced Nixon’s 
decision to raise federal milk price 
supports in 1971, something the White 
House denies.

Transcripts Show 
Nixon Innocence, 
Lawyer Claims 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Nixon’s chief lawyer says the 
President’s defense against im­ 
peachment depends on whether Nixon 
himself was involved in hush money 
payments to Watergate defendants. 
James D. St. Clair, White House 
special counsel, said Sunday the 
presidential tape transcripts released 
last week prove Nixon neither 
authorized nor knew of the payments 
and thus is innocent of any “criminal 
plot to obstruct justice.” 
St. Clair also said he considers it 
unrealistic to think that a con­ 
stitutional dispute between Congress 
and the President over what amounts 
to an impeachable offense could be re­ 
solved in court. 
In another televised interview, 
White House chief of staff Alexander 
M. Haig Jr. said he hopes the leading 
members of the House Judiciary 
Committee will personally listen to the 
White House tapes and verify the 
transcripts. 
Nixon said in releasing the material 
that Chairman Peter W. Rodino Jr., D- 
N.J., and Rep. Edward Hutchinson of 
Michigan, the senior committee 
Republican, could hear the actual 
tapes at the White House. They have 
not yet accepted the offer. 
Haig said anyone who reads the 
transcripts “knows without a shadow 


of a doubt that there has not been much 
tampering with the contents of them. 
They speak for themselves.” 
Haig declined to reply directly to 
questions about whether the White 
House also would turn over evidence 
sought on issues other than Watergate, 
such as the milk fund, the ITT case and 
a $100,000 would-be campaign con­ 
tribution by Howard Hughes. 
But he added that these “are 
legitimate questions and for people 
involved to do any less than their best, 
they would, of course, be remiss.” 
Meanwhile, two members of the 
House panel warned against in­ 
terpreting the committee’s party-line 
vote on the transcripts as a sign of a 
partisan split on the impeachment 
issue. 
After receiving edited transcripts 
from the White House instead of the 
actual tape recordings, the committee 
voted 20 to 18 last week to inform Nixon 
he had not complied fully with its 
subpoena. 
“Few if any really thought he was in 
full compliance,” said Rep. Paul S. 
Sarbanes, D-Md. "The difference in 
opinion was in the proper response.” 
Rep. Thomas Railsback, R-Ill., said 
the vote reflected procedural dif­ 
ferences which do not affect the 
committee’s ultimate goal of reaching 
the truth in its impeachment probe. 
Millionaire's Daughter 
Arrested In Art Theft 


DUBLIN, Ireland (AP) - The rebel 
daughter of an English millionaire was 
to be arraigned today for taking part in 
the biggest art theft in history. 
Bridget Rose Dugdale, 33-year-old 
former debutante and holder of a Ph.- 
D. from London 
University, was 
arrested Saturday when she drove up 
to a country cottage near Glandore, in 
southwest Ireland, police said. 
The police said that in the cottage 
they found 16 of the 19 paintings stolen 
April 26 by a woman and four men 
from the country home near Dublin of 
Sir Alfred Beit, and the other three 
paintings were in the trunk of the car. 
They included masterpieces by Ver­ 
meer, Hals, Rubens, Goya and Velas­ 
quez and were valued at more than $20 
million. 
The gang had sent the police a note 
saying it would destroy the paintings 
unless $1.2 million in ransom was paid 
by May 14 and unless the sisters 
Dolours and Marion Price were trans­ 
ferred to a prison in Northern Ireland. 
The sisters are serving life sentences 
in a London jail for bombings in the 


British capital. 
Miss Dugdale is the daughter of Col. 
James Dugdale, chief of an insurance 
syndicate at Lloyds of London, and 
was one of the first women accepted as 
a member underwriter at Lloyds. She 
lectured on economics at London 
University and in the United States 
and worked as an economist for the 
British 
Ministry 
of 
Overseas 
Development and United Nations 
agencies. 


Last year she was given a two-year 
suspended sentence for leading a gang 
that burgled her father’s home of 
$192,000 worth of silver and art works 
while her mother and father were 
attending the Derby. 


“I love you — but I hate everything 
you stand for,” she told her father in 
court. She said her parents had tried to 
turn her into “marriage fodder” when 
she wanted an academic career. 
‘‘My hate of the system my parents 
practice and gain by is stronger than 
ever,” she said as she walked out of the 
court. “I am going back to the poor.” 


Vote Campaign Winds Up

Earlier Sunday, Glenn delivered a 
commencement address to more than 
200 graduates at the College of 
Steubenville. He urged the students not 
to ’‘turnoff” on politics because of Wa­ 
tergate and because they see “honor 
and integrity sacrificed on the altar of 
expediency.”

The Army dismissed Calley on 
Saturday after releasing a statement 
from President Nixon saying he had 
decided upon review of the case not to 
reduce Calley’s sentence further. 
“I have reviewed the record of the 
United States vs. Calley and have 
decided that no further action by me in 
this case is necessary or appropriate,” 
Nixon said. 
Nixon’s decision upheld Army 
Secretary Howard H. Callaway’s April 
16 reduction of Calley’s sentence from 
20 to IO years. 
One of the former lieutenant’s at­ 
torneys, J. Houston Gordon of 
Covington, Tenn., said he was “deeply 
disappointed in the President’s ac­ 
tion .” 
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Metzenbaum spent most of Sunday 
in Toledo much of the time cam­ 
paigning in the city’s predominantly 
black neighborhoods. He attended 
Sunday church services at Price Me­ 
morial A.M.E. Zion Church, one of 
Toledo’s largest black congregations. 
Both candidates in recent days have 
been courting the minority vote.

Metzenbaum took time Sunday to 


answer a U.S. Agriculture Department 
official who criticized one of his pet 
projects. 
J. Phil Campbell, an undersecretary 
of agriculture, criticized proponents of 
farm export limitations and food 
stockpiling Saturday in a speech to the 
Associated Press Society of Ohio. 


Though he did not mention Met­ 
zenbaum, the two items are key points 
in

Economic 
Preparedness Act, which he has 
pushed strongly through the cam­ 
paign. 
In a statement issued Sunday, 
Metzenbaum said “It is evident that

Curbs Urged 
On Unions 


PAIJVl SPRINGS, Calif. (AP) - A 
member of the Federal Trade Com­ 
mission proposed Monday that labor 
unions be subjected to antitrust 
restraints to curb inflation and protect 
the buying power of non-union 
workers. 
As things stand now, said Com­ 
missioner Mayo J. Thompson, “Union 
members’ wages are, in effect, sub­ 
sidized out of the paychecks of the 
country’s non-union employes.” 
He made the remarks in a speech 
prepared for delivery to the National 
Fluid Power Association. 
Thompson said studies have shown 
that members of some of the more 
powerful unions earn 20 per cent more 
than they would without unions, with 
the difference “simply ‘passed on’ to 
the consuming public.” 
“And since non-union workers are 
less affluent, on the average, than 
union members, it follows that every 
wage increase won by one of our more 
powerful labor unions has the effect of 
redistributing incomes regressively — 
away from the relatively poor and 
toward the relatively affluent.”

NEW YORK (AP) ^ Senate in­ 
vestigators believe the case of the two 
$50,000 Republican “campaign con­ 
tributions’’ by billioniare Howard 
Hughes supplies the missing motive 
for the Watergate break-in, the Wall 
Street Journal said today. 
The Journal said the investigators 
contend that former Atty. Gen. John N. 
Mitchell “tampered with” a case in­ 
volving the Dunes Hotel of I^s Vegas 
“and that fear of discovery of the facts 
led to the Watergate break-in mission” 
in 1972. Mitchell denies this. 
The Journal said that the money had 
been given by Hughes to Charles G. 
“Bebe” Rebozo, one of President Nix­ 
on’s closest friends, soon after 
favorable governm ent action on 
Hughes’ proposed purchase of the 
Dunes. Hughes never bought the hotel. 
The paper said that Senate in­ 
vestigators now believe that Mitchell 
was afraid Lawrence M. O’Brien, then 
the Democratic National chairman, 
knew about the Dunes case and the 
Hughes donation because he had been 
a public relations consultant to the 
Hughes organization. O'Brien says he 
was unaware of the transactions.

NEW YORK (AP) — A panel of tape 
experts has reaffirmed its preliminary 
conclusion that an 1812-minute gap in a 
Watergate tape resulted from several 
eras it es and re-recordings, according 
to an assistant to one of the panel 
members. 
On Saturday the six-man panel gave 
the final draft report of its six-month 
investigation to U.S. District Judge 
John J. Sirica in Washington. The 
results were not made public. 
However, Ernest Aschkenasy, an

president of Federal Scientific Corp., 
said in an interview Sunday that the 
final draft is substantially the same as 
the panel’s preliminary report to 
Sirica last Jan. 15. 
In that report the tape authorities 
said buzzing that replaced con­ 
versation was “put on the tape in the 
process of erasing and re-recording at 
least five, and perhaps as many as 
nine, 
separate 
and 
contiguous 
segments.” 
The preliminary report added that 
magnetic signatures found on the tape 
“show conclusively that 
the 
18.5- 
minute section could not have been 
produced by any single continuous 
operation.” 
The final draft does not change that 
finding, according to Aschkenasy. He 
said he participated in the technical 
examination and analysis of the tape. 
The 184-minute gap appeared on the 
recording of a conversation between 
President Nixon and then-White House

NEW YORK—Speaking from the 
grav e, as it were, Nikita Khrushchev 
has added his own judgment to the 
many being heaped on his old sparring 
mate, Richard Nix on. A swatch of the 
late Sov iet leader’s memoirs, running 
in Time m agazine before being 
published in book form, both clouts and 
praises Nix on. 
And rakes some 
treasured scribblings in a reporter’s 
notebook. 
The famous “ Kitchen Debate” was 
not confined to the model kitchen of 
that “ ty pical American home” we 
built to impress the Russians at the 
Am erican ex hibition in M oscow’s 
Sokolniki Park. The debate began at 
their first meeting (J uly 24, 19 59 ) ii> 
Khrushchev ’s Kremlin office. Khrush­ 
chev won the first round. Echoes of the 
introductions had barely died away (I 
wrote at the time) when Khrushchev 
began to question the Vice President 
sharply on a resolution passed in the U. 
S. Senate a day or two before. The 
resolution ex pressed sy mpathy for the 
“ captiv e nations” behind the Iron 
Curtain. In the course of its passage, 
sev eral Senators from states where 
large numbers of refugees and others 
tracing their roots back into Eastern 
Europe liv ed and v oted, attacked 
Khrushchev as an arch despot. 
Khrushchev dem anded to know 
whether this Senate resolution marked 
an official change in American foreign 
policy . Nix on attempted to ex plain that 
there 
is a difference between 
a 
resolution and a fact of policy . Then 
why , Khrushchev wanted to know, was 
it passed just at this time when Nix on 
was embarking on a good-will tour? 
Distressed, and hoping to get his tour 
off on the best foot possible, Nix on said 
in a roundabout way that the Senate 
resolution 
really 
didn’t 
mean 
any thing, despite the ferv or of its 
language and the publicity it got. 
Khrushchev was genuinely puzzled for 
a time. 
“ You mean it is ju st------------ ?” he 
asked incredulously . 
Nix on nodded and the tension 
disappeared. They rode to the fair 
together in Khrushchev ’s limousine. 
J ohn Daly , then chief of news and 
special ev ents at ABC-TV, and I were 
luckily positioned at the entrance of 
the ex position grounds when the of­ 
ficial party arriv ed and Khrushchev 
introduced Nix on to Anastas Mikoy an, 
the political salamander who had 
surv iv ed dictators since Lenin. 
Determinedly polite, Nix on shook 
hands warmly and enthused, “ Oh, y es, 
I met Mr. Mikoy an when he was in 
Washington. In the United States we 
hav e great respect for Mr. Mikoy an’s 
ability as a trader. Ev ery body in our 
country recognizes Armenians as the 
greatest of traders.” Through his 
interpreter, Khrushchev barked, 
“ Then y our country has forgotten how 
to trade. Mikoy an couldn’t make a 
single deal while he was there.” He 
stomped off. 
“ May be I shouldn’t hav e gotten into 
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that,” Nix on whispered to Daly and me 
as we trudged in Khrushchev ’s foot­ 
steps. (How could any of us know that 
13 y ears later the same Nix on would 
promote historic trade and other deals 
with Khrushchev ’s successor, Leonid 
Brezhnev ?)

There wasn’t a kitchen in sight when 
the “ Kitchen Debate” began. The 
wrangle between the temporal tsar of 
all the Russias and the man from 
Whittier began in RCA’s color-TV 
pav ilion. The schedule called for Nx ion 
to show it off to Khrushchev as an 
American scientific marv el, make a 
brief v ideo tape with him, and mov e 
on. 
But Khrushchev noticed that the 
glassed-in gallery that looked down 
into the studio was crowded with at­ 
tentiv e and admiring constituents.

(It was a 
picture which, re-printed by the 
millions, almost made Richard Nix on 
President of the United States in 19 60. 
If it had, well, he would hav e been out 
of office y ears before his present 
trav ail.)

There were two other clashes that 
day , in the aforementioned kitchen and 
when Khrushchev attempted to in­ 
terrupt Nix on’s speech officially 
opening the U.S. ex hibit. “ Sit down!” 
Nix on commanded. “ As we say in my 
country , I hav e the floor!”

Echoes of the 
introductions had barely died away (I 
wrote at the time) when Khrushchev 
began to question the Vice President 
sharply on a resolution passed in the U. 
S. Senate a day or two before. The 
resolution expressed sympathy for the 
“captive nations” behind the Iron 
Curtain. In the course of its passage, 
several Senators from states where 
large numbers of refugees and others 
tracing their roots back into Eastern 
Europe lived and voted, attacked 
Khrushchev as an arch despot. 
Khrushchev demanded to know 
whether this Senate resolution marked 
an official change in American foreign 
policy. Nixon attempted to explain that 
there is a difference between a 
resolution and a fact of policy. Then 
why, Khrushchev wanted to know, was 
it passed just at this time when Nixon 
was embarking on a good-will tour? 
Distressed, and hoping to get his tour 
off on the best foot possible, Nixon said 
in a roundabout way that the Senate 
resolution 
really 
didn’t 
mean 
anything, despite the fervor of its 
language and the publicity it got. 
Khrushchev was genuinely puzzled for 
a time. 
“You mean it is ju st----------- ?” he 
asked incredulously. 
Nixon nodded and the tension 
disappeared. They rode to the fair 
together in Khrushchev’s limousine. 
John Daly, then chief of news and 
special events at ABC-TV, and I were 
luckily positioned at the entrance of 
the exposition grounds when the of­ 
ficial party arrived and Khrushchev 
introduced Nixon to Anastas Mikoyan, 
the political salamander who had 
survived dictators since Lenin. 
Determinedly polite, Nixon shook 
hands warmly and enthused, “Oh, yes, 
I met Mr. Mikoyan when he was in 
Washington. In the United States we 
have great respect for Mr. Mikoyan’s 
ability as a trader. Everybody in our 
country recognizes Armenians as the 
greatest of traders.” Through his 
interpreter, Khrushchev barked, 
“Then your country has forgotten how 
to trade. Mikoyan couldn’t make a 
single deal while he was there.” He 
stomped off. 
“Maybe I shouldn’t have gotten into 
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that,” Nixon whispered to Daly and me 
as we trudged in Khrushchev’s foot­ 
steps. (How could any of us know that 
13 years later the same Nixon would 
promote historic trade and other deals 
with Khrushchev’s successor, Leonid 
Brezhnev0) 
• 
There wasn’t a kitchen in sight when 
the “Kitchen Debate” began. The 
wrangle between the temporal tsar of 
all the Russias and the man from 
Whittier began in RCA’s color-TV 
pavilion. The schedule called for Nxion 
to show it off to Khrushchev as an 
American scientific marvel, make a 
brief video tape with him, and move 
on. 
But Khrushchev noticed that the 
glassed-in gallery that looked down 
into the studio was crowded with at­ 
tentive and admiring constituents. The 
prospect of appearing on a tape that 
would be seen on American TV also 
struck him as a lively challenge. 
Nixon, on cue, started to explain the 
wonders of the RCA invention, but 
Khrushchev cut horn short, declared 
that Russian scientists had come up 
with the process years before, and then 
charged that Nixon was responsible 
for the break-down in U.S.-Soviet 
relations. There were a lot of other 
charges during the monologue, which 
was roundly applauded by the Russian 
audience. 
Clearly, it was then or never for 
Nixon. Suddenly he jabbed his right 
forefinger at his truculent guest. “Just 
a moment.” he said, loudly. “You’re 


trying to dominate this talk. You 
would’ve made a good lawyer. Don’t 
give me your ultimatums.” (It was a 
picture which, re-printed by the 
millions, almost made Richard Nixon 
President of the United States in 1960. 
If it had, well, he would have been out 
of office years before his present 
travail.) 
• 


There were two other clashes that 
day, in the aforementioned kitchen and 
when Khrushchev attempted to in­ 
terrupt Nixon’s speech officially 
opening the U.S. exhibit. “Sit down!” 
Nixon commanded. “As we say in my 
country, I have the floor!” 


In his taped memoirs, Khrushchev 
says his low regard for Nixon at that 
time was based on his belief that the 
Vice President was a “McCarthyite.” 
(He also said at that time, when 
reminded that Nixon might become 
President of the United States, “That 
would be like sending a rabbit to guard 
the cabbage patch.” ) Bit the current 
memoirs contain a poignant apology, 
too. During a business trip to Moscow 
in 1965 as a representative of Pepsi, 
Nixon asked to see Khrushchev, by 
then an unperson. His request was 
turned down by the new crowd. But 
Khrushchev heard about it and now, 
from wherever he is, speaks of Nixon's 
“genuine human courtesy,” adding, “I 
am very sorry I didn’t have an op­ 
portunity to thank him for his con­ 
sideration, and to shake hands with 
him.”

NEW YORK (AP) - After a long, 
hard, 
puzzling 
week, 
several 
prominent

business 
economists, some of whom are in­ 
clined to depart early on Fridays, 
gathered instead for dinner and 
discussion. 
As one of them said, “We’d been 
comparing notes all week long and we 
didn’t seem to agree on much. I’d been 
on the road a good deal and I just didn’t 
understand other viewpoints and I 
think I should.” 
To the distress of this economist and 
scores of others, nothing in the 
economy seems to tie together neatly. 
Frayed, loose strings are hanging 
everywhere and it’s almost impossible 
to trace them to their source. 
For example : Joblessness in April 
dropped to 5 per cent of the labor force 
— from 5.1 per cent in March and 5.2 
percent in both January and February 
— when almost all forecasts were for 
an increase. 
If this was a recession, in other 
words, it certainly wasn’t showing up 
in the unemployment figures. The 
nation’s industrial output may have 
shrunk, but for debatable reasons the 
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number of jobless dropped by 95,000. 
The various economic pieces are 
numerous as those in a jigsaw puzzle, 
but they don’t seem to fit at all. In­ 
flation rages, for instance, but labor so 
far this year seems less insistant than 
last year on big pay increases. 


And if there is a downturn in the 
economy, you certainly can’t tell it by 
corporate profits. They’re way up. And 
you’d hardly know interest rates are at 
historic 
highs, 
because 
capital 
spending plans are higher too. 
In fact, the latest survey by McGraw 
Hill indicates that business intends to 
spend 19 per cent more on im­ 
provements to plant and equipment 
than it did last year. That would mean 
a total of $119.1 billion, or $19.4 billion 
more. 


It is spending intentions such as this 
that have the Federal Reserve Board 
as anxious as it ever has been in years. 
The Fed feels it must cut those 
spending plans if inflationary chaos 
isn’t to ensue. 
But the Fed’s case isn’t that clear 
cut at all. Thousands of businessmen 
and investors maintain that with the 
country’s output shrinking, and pro­ 
ductivity declining, the Fed should be 
encouraging activity. 


In other words, they disagree IOO per 
cent with the Fed, both in its outlook 
and approach. If high interest rates 
were the way to price stability, they 
ask, wouldn’t results have shown up by 
now? 
Some congressmen feel pretty much 
the same as do the Fed’s critics, and 
are advocating a tax cut. They feel 
that individuals need some relief from 
rising costs and that the economy as a 
whole needs a spur. 
If, therefore, you are confused about 
where the economy is and where it is 
heading, you have plenty of company, 
such as Congress, the Federal Reserve 
Board, elements of labor, economists, 
bankers, industrialists ...

I wondered many times why Cir­ 
cleville and Pickaway County chur­ 
ches have not helped Berger Hospital.

Patients wouldn’t 
have to go to other hospitals, then. 
I recall a lady telling me she did not 
want to go to another hospital, but 
wanted to stay at Berger. Her doctor 
permitted her to stay. She passed 
away a few days later, but she was 
where she wanted to be. 
Though I know Berger has grown in 
the past several years, it appears to 
me it hasn’t grown as well as it could. 
Chruches are redecorating, tearing 
down buildings, good buildings, and 
building new houses of worship, which 
is good. But, what about the care of the 
sick? 
Isn’t 
that 
the 
work 
and 
responsibility of the Christian people 
of Pickaway County, too? 
levies have been placed on the 
ballots, with many people working to 
get them passed, only to be voted 
down. 
You can never hope to interest new 
doctors to move to Circleville, and give 
a life of dedicated service, until Berger 
becomes a larger hospital. 
I just wonder what would happen to 
Circleville and Pickaway County if 
they had not been equipped with the 
dedicated doctors you have had in the 
past. 
I spoke to a medical student, last 
month, about locating in Circleville, 
after she and her fiance are married. 
They both will be doctors. I said to 
myself, “If only they wake up and add 
more room, there is a possibility.” 
I realize taxes are high, but if others 
can take five cents out of every tax 
dollar for their county hospital, so can 
Circleville residents. It could be your 
son, daughter or parents who will be 
the next one to make the run for life. A 
few minutes can mean a life. 
I did not realize how deeply rooted I 
became to Circleville and my friends 
until I moved. 
The staff of Berger Hospital is to be 
commended for their sincere and 
dedicated work.

Since leaving Circleville, I have 
worked in other hospitals, but find they 
do not make use of their space, 
although the emergency department is 
staffed and equipped better than any I 
have seen. 


My only hope is that the churches of 
Pickaway County will get busy and 
give a small portion of what they are 
blessed with; time, talent and money.

Ohioans M ay Play Gam e In Election 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Ll. Gov. 
John W. Brown may oppose J. W. 
Brown. Secretary of State Ted W. 
Brown might run against William Bill 
Brown. Ohio’s Chief Justice C. William 
O’Neill will probably be opposite 
Joseph E. O’Neill. 
That’s how the November general 
election ballot could look depending on 
the results of the primary Tuesday. 
J. W. Brown, William Bill Brown, 
Joseph E. O’Neill and others are at* 
tempting to capitalize on popular 
political names to gain the Democratic 
nomination in statewide races. 
But this might be the last balloting 
that the state’s electorate face a 
conglomeration of familiar sounding 
nam es which actually belong to 
political strangers. 
Republican Secretary of State Ted 
W. Brown, whose own name has 
proven one of the most popular ever on 
the state ballot, gives his endorsement 
to a Democratic proposal to put an end 
to the so-called “ political name 
game.” 
State Rep. Richard F. Celeste, D-5 
Cleveland, one of nine in the field for 
the 
Dem ocratic 
nomination for 
lieutenant governor, said he would in­ 
troduce a bill to require the secretary 
of state's office to issue biographical 
information on all candidates. 
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The idea would be to discourage 
persons with names such as Brown, 
O’Neill, Sweeney, or Taft—who bear 
no relation to successful counterparts 
who preceded them—from plunging 
into a political race without prior 
experience. 


“All they needed to do is collect the 
required 1,000 signatures,” Celeste 
said. Under his bill, they would have to 
pay for having biographies included in 
a voter’s pamphlet circulated by the 
secretary of state’s office. 


It would cost $150 apiece in a 
statewide race, and $50 if they ran for 
the Ohio Senate or House. That fee 
would be in addition to the normal 
filing cost. 
Aside from the money, Celeste said 
the bill would have the effect of 
requiring political novices to announce 
to the electorate that they had no prior 
experience. If a candidate did not 
provide the information, the fact would 
be so noted in the pamphlet, he said. 
Brown, who said he could support 
the Celeste proposal 
“with some 
am endm ents and m odifications,” 
agreed that it should discourage those 
who would seek to take advantage of 
their names. “It would keep them from 
filing, and then going into a closet,” 
Brown said.

This would be about 5 per cent higher 
than the current level and roughly 
double the percentage of young blacks 
in the general U.S. population. 
April recruitment figures have not 
yet been published, but black enlist­ 
ments in the Army reportedly rose last 
month after levelling off in January 
through March. 
Army manpower officials said they 
were unable to explain the increase, 
but it appeared the unsettled economic 
situation might be a factor. 
While insisting they never will im­ 
pose any racial quotas, officials are 
concerned about achieving what they 
call a “representative Army.” 
Secretary of the Army Howard H. 
Callaway said recenUy that “if it were 
perceived by the American public that 
the Army was a place only where 
blacks really belong and we got into 
this kind of position, I think it would 
not be a representative army. 
“There is always the question ... that 
it would not be fair in times of combat 
for blacks to give more than their 
share of ... the danger and the suffer­ 
ing,” Callaway said. 
This suggests the Army still is 
sensitive because of allegations, 


denied at the time, that blacks took 
disproportionate casualties in the 
Vietnam war. 
At the same time, Army officials 
indicate they are pleased with the 
quality of blacks in their units. One 
general noted that the Army’s crack 
82nd Airborne Division is 26 per cent 
black. 
The Army has been the focus of 
attention for those trying to gauge 
progress under the all-volunteer 
concept, because the Army was the 
most draft-dependent of the* armed 
forces before the selective service law 
died about IO months ago. 
There is no word yet on how black 
recruitment went in the Marines, the 
Navy and Air Force in April. 
However, the Marine Corps reported 
that just under 21 per cent of its 
recruits were black in the nine months 
since the draft law went off the books.

the same time, moved it to sig­ 
nificantly re-enter the market for U.S. 
products last year after five years’ 
absence, Parker wrote in a companion 
article. 
On April 10, the U.S. Commodity 
Oedit Corp. extended a $24.7-million 
line of credit to Egypt that, so far, 
involves about $4 million worth of corn 
and roughly the same amount of 
tobacco. 
Two similar credit lines, of about $11 
million each, were set up in 1972 after

agreem ents, 
with 
past-due 
payments, were rescheduled. That 
nation now is current in its payments, 
Parker wrote. 
The value of Egyptian-Russian trade 
probably will remain high, he said, 
because of higher prices, but good 
Soviet cotton and rice crops last year 
“ coincided with Eg yp t’s arrange­ 
ments to divert more of these com­ 
modities to other purchasers.”

WEST JEFFERSO N , Ohio <AP)- 
Earl Gregg’s wife made him give up 
motorcycles in 1928. 
“ Emma said I was too old to ride a 
motorcycle,” Gregg said. 
Now a widower, the 87-year-old 
Gregg runs his big 350cc motorcycle on 
the dirt track behind his home and he’s 
about to become a lifetime member of 
the West Jefferson Dirt Riders Club. 
“ The only way to keep your health is 
to get good exercise,” Gregg said. 
“ And ridin’ cycles gives you plenty.” 
Gregg, who owns a 27-acre farm 
near this central Ohio village, said he 
bought his first cycle in 1910. He 
married in 1911, and 17 years later his 
wife told him it was time to hang up his 
helmet. 
His wife died in 1971, however, and 
the old fascination returned. 
Now, he has a four horsepower 
French motorcycle to putter around 
the roads on, and a 1973 Harley- 
Davidson with a 350cc engine for fun. 
He calls the latter this “ super 
cycle,” and runs it on the dirt track 
behind his house. 
He’s also got an ordinary bicycle, 
just for limbering up. 
Gregg noted that trick cyclist Evel 
Knivel is planning to jump the Snake 
River Canyon in Idaho for $6 million, 
which Gregg called “ chicken feed.” 
“ If he makes it,” said Gregg, “ I ’ll 
jump the Little Darby Creek (near 
West Jefferson) for $10 million. 
“ But I want the cash in advance so I 
can look at it in case I don’t make it,” 


he added.

The West Jef­ 
ferson Dirt Riders Club will induct him 
as a lifetime member and present him 
with a lettered motorcycle jacket.

Three State Issues will face Ohio 
voters. They are listed with an ex­ 
planation following. They are worded 
as they would appear on voting 
machines. 
Issue No. 1 
To amend sections 20 and 31 of 
Article II of the Ohio Constitution to 
equalize the compensation of public 
officers and member of the General 
Assembly. 
Explanation: The proposed change 
in Section 20 would mean that all of­ 
ficers holding the same office in the 
same district, such as county com­ 
missioners or township trustees, would 
always receive the same conpensation 
as all other persons holding the same 
office in the same district. 
The proposed change in Section 31 
would make any increase applicable to 
all members of the General Assembly 
at the same time, regardless of when 
their terms end. Thus those State 
Senators who are less than half way 
through their four years terms at the 
time an increase is enacted could 
receive the increase after the end of 
the legislative biennium (a two year 
period) in which the increase was 
enacted, rather than waiting until 
after the expiration of their current 
term. 
Issue No. 2 
To permit increases' in the com­ 
pensation of public officers with more 
than two years remaining in their 
terms. 
Explanation:This amendment would 
make increases payable immediately 
in the case of officers who have more 
than two years remaining in their 
terms at the time the increase is 
enacted. 
The current prohibition against 
increases during term would continue 
to apply to those office-holders having 
less than two years remaining in their 
terms at the time the increase is 
enacted. 
Issue No. 3 
To amend Section I of Article XVI of 
the Ohio Constitution to provide for 
preparation of ballot languages on 
constitutional amendments proposed 
by the General Assembly, to provide 
procedures for timely challenges to 
such language, and to provide in­ 
formation to voters about such 
amendments. 
Explanation: 
This amendment 
would permit constitutional amend­ 
ment ballot questions to be presented 
to simplified language which identifies 
the substance of the proposal, rather 
than legalistic language containing a 
full or condensed text. Strict limits 
would be placed on the timing of court 
challenges to the ballot language. All 
such challenges would have to be 
initiated in The Ohio Supreme Court, 
which could not remove a scheduled 
issue from the ballot unless the 


language tends to mislead or deceive 
the voters. 
Provisions would also be made for 
the publication of arguments and 
explanations and other dissemination 
of information concerning such ballot 
issues.

The Proposed Bond Issue for the 
Westfall Local School District, which 
needs a majority affirmative vote for 
passage. 
The ballot reads: Shall bonds be 
issued by the Westfall Local School 
District for the purpose of constructing 
and equipping a new middle school 
building and improving the site thereof 
in the sum of $1,670,000 and a levy of 
taxes be made outside of the ten mill 


limitation estimated by the county 
auditor to average four mills for each 
one dollar of valuation, which amounts 
to 40 cents for each one hundred 
dollars of valuation, for a maximum 
period of 22 years to pay the principal 
and interest of such bonds.

Issue No. I 
To amend sections 20 and 31 of 
Article II of the Ohio Constitution to 
equalize the compensation of public 
officers and member of the General 
Assembly. 
Explanation: The proposed change 
in Section 20 would mean that all of­ 
ficers holding the same office in the 
same district, such as county com­ 
missioners or township trustees, would 
always receive the same conpensation 
as all other persons holding the same 
office in the same district. 
The proposed change in Section 31 
would make any increase applicable to 
all members of the General Assembly 
at the same time, regardless of when 
their terms end. Thus those State 
Senators who are less than half way 
through their four years terms at the 
time an increase is enacted could 
receive the increase after the end of 
the legislative biennium (a two year 
period) in which the increase was 
enacted, rather than waiting until 
after the expiration of their current 
term. 
Issue No. 2 
To permit increases' in the com­ 
pensation of public officers with more 
than two years remaining in their 
terms. 
Explanation: This amendment would 
make increases payable immediately 
in the case of officers who have more 
than two years remaining in their 
terms at the time the increase is 
enacted. 
The current prohibition against 
increases during term would continue 
to apply to those office-holders having 
less than two years remaining in their 
terms at the time the increase is 
enacted. 
Issue No. 3 
To amend Section I of Article XVI of 
the Ohio Constitution to provide for 
preparation of ballot languages on 
constitutional amendments proposed 
by the General Assembly, to provide 
procedures for timely challenges to 
such language, and to provide in­ 
formation to voters about such 
amendments. 
Explanation: 
This amendment 
would permit constitutional amend­ 
ment ballot questions to be presented 
to simplified language which identifies 
the substance of the proposal, rather 
than legalistic language containing a 
full or condensed text. Strict limits 
would be placed on the timing of court 
challenges to the ballot language. All 
such challenges would have to be 
initiated in The Ohio Supreme Court, 
which could not remove a scheduled 
issue from the ballot unless the 


language tends to mislead or deceive 
the voters. 
Provisions would also be made for 
the publication of arguments and 
explanations and other dissemination 
of information concerning such ballot 
issues.

The Proposed Tax I^evy for the 
lx)gan Elm Local School District, 
which a majority affirmative vote is 
necessary for passage. 
The ballot reads: An additional tax 
for the benefit of Logan Elm Ix)cal 
School District for the purpose of 
providing current operating expenses 
at a rate not exceeding five mills for 
each one dollar of valuation, which 
amounts to fifty cents for each one 
hundred dollars of valuation, for a 
continuing period of time commencing 
1974. 
Westfall Bond 
Issue 
The Proposed Bond Issue for the 
Westfall Local School District, which 
needs a majority affirmative vote for 
passage. 
The ballot reads: Shall bonds be 
issued by the Westfall Local School 
District for the purpose of constructing 
and equipping a new middle school 
building and improving the site thereof 
in the sum of $1,670,000 and a levy of 
taxes be made outside of the ten mill 


limitation estimated by the county 
auditor to average four mills for each 
one dollar of valuation, which amounts 
to 40 cents for each one hundred 
dollars of valuation, for a maximum 
period of 22 years to pay the principal 
and interest of such bonds.

NEW YORK ( A P ) - A total 
of 31 new series will be on the 
networks next fall. That’s the 
highest number in recent his­ 
tory, but don’t get the idea it’s 
suddenly become easy to get 
a new series on TV. 
It’s still the same old story: 
Many are culled but few are 
chosen. 
That’s the dismaying — for 
writers — word from Larry 
White, the man in charge of 
programming for the NBC 
Television network. 
He estimates he gets be­ 
tween 500 and 600 proposals 
for new series each year 4 ‘and 
I think you’ll find the figures 
are approximately the same 
at every network.” 
Out of this proposal pile, 
White says, NBC culls about 
120 prospects that the net­ 
work considers interesting 
enough to warrant a financial 
investment. 
The majority of these, he 
says, only get as far as the 
outline or script stage. About 
35 actually are filmed as 
“ pilot” shows for new series, 
but the attrition doesn’t stop 
there. 
At NBC, just 12 weekly 
prospects got the green light 
for the 1974-75 season, It’s a 
higher-than-usual 
number, 
but still represents only 10 per 
cent of all the shows NBC had 
under serious consideration. 
From where do new series 
proposals come? 
“ You get the bulk of them 
from the professionals in the 
business, but you also get 
some from out of the wood­ 
work, so to speak,” White 
said, referring to 
ideas 
submitted 
by 
amateur 


writers. 
White, who couldn’t recall a 
case in which a network made 
a series submitted by an 
amateur writer, was asked 
what 
factors 
determine 
whether a new series gets on 
the air. 
He said network executives 
look for such things as: “ Are 
the characters the kinds of 
char acters who will have a lot 
of available stories? Is the 
concept the kind that will 
have staying power with 
varying stories? 
“ Are the characters the 
kind we believe audiences 
will like and identify with? 
These are all judgments we 
have to make. 
“ In addition, there’s a lot of 
testing that goes on. We test 
the shows with audiences in 
theaters, on cable television 
and, on several occasions, we 
play the pilots on the air prior 
to decision time.” 
How significant are the rat­ 
ings of a televised pilot show? 
They’re an important but 
not overwhelming factor in 
the decision-making process, 
he said, adding that “ the 
most significant part of the 
rating is what happens while 
the show is on. Does the 
rating hold up, does it grow or 
does it deteriorate?” 
He said a major, but pleas­ 
ant, problem he had in choos­ 
ing next season’s wares was 
an overabundance of good 
new programs. 
Because of the wealth, he 
said, he had to cancel several 
current shows which, while 
marginal performers in the 
ratings race, probably would 
have returned next season.

HANDLE WITH CARE... 
to save your food dollar 
In these days of inflation and food short­ 
ages, consumers should get full value from 
the foods they buy. And proper care of foods 
from the supermarket to the table has a lot 
to do with making sure you get that value. 
Here are a few reminders which are espe 
cially important as the weather becomes 
warmer. 


M ILK A N D EGGS Never let your groceries 
sit in the trunk of your car while you make a 
few more stops. Think about this It takes a 
properly refrigerated egg four weeks to lose 
as much freshness as it will in one hour at 
90 degrees. The keeping quality of milk and 
eggs is directly related to the temperature at 
which they are stored— and both stay fresh­ 
est between 37 and 40 degrees. Don't let 
milk sit on the counter during dinner, either. 
And keep butter in the freezer. Take out a 
stick at a time so it's always fresh, (but do 
not freeze the whipped variety.) 


M E A T S M eat also stays freshest at 37 40 
degrees. Fresh beef prepackaged for self 
service should be refrigerated in the original 
wrapping up to 2 days, or it may be frozen 
without rewrapping one to two weeks. For 
freezing, it s a good idea to separate ground 
beef into patties both for convenience and 
for quicker, safer freezing and thawing 
IM P O R T A N T : Always thaw meat in the 
refrigerator to protect the outer surface until 
thee enter is thawed. 


FRESH FRUITS A N D VEGETABLES. Don't 
store apples, pears and melons in the same 
compartments with carrots, celery, cabbage 
and salad greens. Gas emitted as the fruits 
"breathe'' can turn salad greens brown.
